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The  Bragdons  Arrive 


Peter  W.  Bragdon  began  as  the  26th 
Headmaster  of  GDA  on  July  1.  He 
comes  to  us  from  Kent  School:  dur- 
ing his  eighteen  years  there  he 
served  as  Chairman  of  the  History 
Department,  Varsity  Hockey 
Coach,  and  Director  of  Admissions. 
The  son  of  an  independent  school 
teacher,  Mr.  Bragdon  was  raised 
and  educated  at  boarding  schools. 
With  his  wife  Dorothy  he  has  lived 
and  worked  at  indepentent  schools 
for  twenty-three  years.  They  have 
three  children:  Bill,  21,  Chris,  19, 
and  Katherine,  14. 


Q.     Could  you  tell  us  a  little  bit  about 
your  family? 

A.  My  wife  Dottie  and  I  have  been 
fortunate.  Our  family  is  healthy,  close 
and  loyal.  Bill  is  entering  his  junior 
year  at  Syracuse.  Last  spring  he 
stroked  the  Syracuse  first  eight.  Chris 
is  entering  his  sophomore  year  at 
Amherst  after  a  successful  freshman 
year  with  a  high  academic  average. 
"My  favorite  daughter,"  Katherine, 
will  be  entering  Kent  this  year.  She 
resisted  the  charm  of  Mike  Moonves  to 
follow  the  route  taken  by  her  brothers. 
Another  aspect  of  our  family  is  our 
heritage.  The  Bragdons  in  North 
America  began  with  an  illiterate 
English  peasant,  Arthur  Bragdon,  who 
landed  in  Kittery,  Maine  in  1638.  Dot- 
tie's  ancestors  were  Tories  who  escaped 
to  Nova  Scotia.  Through  the  19th  cen- 
tury, the  Bragdons  were  teachers  and 
ministers. 

Q.     Will  Dottie  be  taking  an  active 
role  in  the  GDA  community? 

A.  My  guess  is  that  Dottie's  par- 
ticipation in  the  GDA  community  will 
be  very  similar  to  her  many  years  of 
participation  in  the  Kent  school  com- 
munity and  in  the  town  of  Kent .  At  the 
school  she  welcomed  students  to  our 
house,  regularly  went  to  the  dining 
hall,  coached  intramural  crew  and  sup- 
ported the  teams  I  was  coaching.  In 
town  she  was  for  many  years  the  chair- 
person of  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Committee.  Dottie  taught  at  the  local 
elementary  school  in  special  education . 
Thus,  although  there  may  be  an  in- 
crease in  the  amount  of  involvement  — 
particularly  with  all  three  of  our 
children  away  —  any  change  will  be 
consistent  with  the  way  we  have  lived 
for  23  years  of  boarding  school  life. 
She  is  looking  forward  to  joining  me  at 
the  many  receptions  around  the  nation 
scheduled  next  year.

Q.  What  was  your  "Open  Door" 
policy  at  Kent  and  will  you  be  bringing 
it  with  you  to  GDA? 

A.  You  discovered  this  term  not  in 
your  study  of  American  foreign  policy 
at  the  turn  of  the  century,  but  in  the 
Kent  News  article  about  my  departure 
from  Kent.  This  simply  refers  to  the 
habit  of  an  open  house  and  an  open  of- 
fice door.  This  habit  will  continue,  but, 
of  course,  there  will  be  many  more  in- 
terests competing  for  our  time. 

I  strongly  believe  in  reaching  out: 
over  the  years  the  interruptions  in  my 
day  are  frequently  more  important 
than  the  schedule  I  had  planned.  Open 
house  will  exist  at  the  Mansion  House 
every  Saturday  night.  I  hope  this  will 
enhance  the  weekends  at  GDA. 

Q.  How  do  you  see  your  role  as 
headmaster? 

A.  The  headmaster  is  an  advocate  for 
the  school;  he  is  an  advocate  for  a 
tradition.  A  headmaster  with  vision 
must  see  over  the  horizon  to  anticipate 
what  is  coming. 


I  have  to  believe  that  even  in  today's 
pressured  world  there  is  a  role  for  a 
headmaster  in  the  true  sense  of  the 
word,  within  the  English  tradition  of  a 
leader  as  a  head  master  among 
masters.  I  deeply  believe  in  the  tradi- 
tion of  the  master,  excellent  in  the 
classroom,  active  on  the  athletic  field, 
enthusiastically  involved  in  the  arts, 
and  available  in  the  dormitory.  GDA 
needs  no  introduction  to  the  tradition 
of  the  master  with  the  likes  of  Ed  Dun- 
ning, Jack  Hosmer,  Tom  Mercer,  Mac 
Murphy,  Buster  Navins,  Art  Sager, 
Ben  Stone,  and  John  Witherspoon  hav- 
ing preceded  the  present  outstanding 
faculty. 

Q.  Why  did  your  father  and  you 
choose  independent  schools  for  your 
careers? 

A.  There  is  no  more  effective  vehicle 
for  educating  the  young  than  the  in- 
dependent boarding  school.  In  such  an 
environment,  the  young  have  avenues 
to  masters,  to  discovery,  and  toward 
aspects  of  themselves  they  maybe  have 
yet  to  perceive.  The  boarding-school 


environment  is  more  real  than  life 
itself,  more  intense  in  personal  rela- 
tionships, possibly  more  challenging 
than  any  subsequent  environment  dur- 
ing a  student's  life.  The  school  is  a 
crucible,  but  within  this  crucible, 
youngsters  are  surrounded  by  adults 
who  nurture  them  as  well  as  maintain 
the  highest  of  standards. 

To  shift  to  the  particular  advantages 
of  GDA,  I  believe  the  day-student 
population  is  a  crucial  aspect  of  the 
GDA  experience.  The  existence  of  a 
vital  and  flourishing  boarding  ex- 
perience is  beneficial  to  day  students 
because  all  the  previously  discussed 
relationships  available  to  boarders  are 
also  available  to  day  students.  Further- 
more, the  presence  of  day  students  dur- 
ing the  long  day  enhances  the  boarding 
experience  and  provides  avenues  to  the 
surrounding  communities. 

Q.     What  are  your  goals  for  GDA? 

A.  The  goal  of  GDA  has  been  consis- 
tent right  from  the  founding  of  this 
school  in  1763:  to  provide  an  excellent 
education  for  young  people  in  the  hope 
that  with  this  education  they  will  serve 
their    communities    in    the    way    this 


school's  first  graduates  served  the 
emerging  American  nation.  This  goal 
has  not  altered  today  as  our  young 
head  into  challenges  as  threatening  as 
or  more  threatening  than  those  faced 
by  Americans  in  the  latter  18th  cen- 
tury. 

Q.  How  will  GDA  be  different  under 
your  administration? 

A.  I  really  do  not  want  to  stress  nor 
do  I  believe  there  will  be  significant  dif- 
ferences under  the  new  administration. 
The  momentum  of  this  school  has  con- 
tinued unabated  from  the  Eames  years 
thanks  to  my  predecessors,  Val  Wilkie 
and  Jack  Ragle  —  no  small  accomplish- 
ment given  the  realities  of  the  60's  and 
70's.  There  will  be  shifts  of  emphasis, 
but  these  shifts  under  my  influence  will 
always  be  within  the  traditions  of  the 
school.  This  does  not  negate  an  im- 
mediate response  to  legitimate 
demands  of  the  day,  such  as  GDA's 
present  response  to  the  urgent  need  for 
computer  literacy. 

I  am  coming  into  this  position  hav- 
ing strongly  emphasized  during  my 
candidacy     and     during     my     initial 


speeches  that  GDA  should  again  be  a 
national  school  with  national 
recruiting  and  as  full  a  seven-day  week 
as  possible. 

Q.  What  are  your  initial  impressions 
of  GDA? 

A.  I  do  not  have  initial  impressions:  I 
have  known  GDA  as  the  son  of  a  facul- 
ty member  at  Brooks  and  then  at  Ex- 
eter, as  a  rival  athlete,  and  as  the 
cousin  of  a  former  English  teacher 
here,  Chris  Martin.  What  I  have 
discovered  during  these  recent  months 
is  little  different  from  what  I  have 
known  about  GDA  for  many  years: 
Governor  Dummer  is  a  genuine  com- 
munity, free  of  front,  devoid  of 
chromium.  This  is  a  community  which 
encourages  candor,  friendliness  and 
warmth. 

I  have  been  aware  of  GDA's 
academic  health.  I  certainly  am  aware 
of  GDA's  superb  athletic  tradition;  on- 
ly recently  have  I  become  aware  of  the 
impressive  gains  made  in  the  world  of 
arts. 

Q.     Tell  us  a  little  about  yourself. 

A.  I  do  not  know  how  to  be  subtle.  I 
prefer  my  errors  of  commission  to  my 
errors  of  omission .  I  will  take  the  extra 
step  for  those  who  try  hard,  who  have 
the  willingness  to  reach  to  commit 
themselves  to  what  they  believe  in.  I 
am  affronted  by  apathy,  falsehood, 
deviousness,  and  pretentiousness. 

I  like  trout  fishing,  crew,  the  Red 
Sox,  Broadway  musicals,  historical 
biographies,  ice  hockey,  the  New  York 
Giants,  and  WBZ.  I  consider  our 
children  to  be  gifts  far  beyond  what  we 
deserve.  Dottie  and  I  have  a  wonderful 
time  together  whatever  we  are  doing: 
hiking  in  the  Adirondacks,  walking  the 
seashore,  talking  with  friends,  or  sit- 
ting on  the  back  porch.  In  the  midst  of 
our  commitment  to  our  school  we  try 
to  locate  interludes  together. 

Q.  How  has  your  introduction  to 
GDA  as  headmaster  gone? 

A.  The  whole  process  of  the  search 
was  utterly  candid.  This  candor  has 
carried  over  into  the  reception  pro- 
vided by  Jack  Ragle  and  all  members  of 
the  Governor  Dumnmer  community. 
We  took  many  lengthy  but  worthwhile 
trips  from  Kent  to  GDA  along  Routes 
84,  86,  90,  290,  495  and  95.  The  result 
of  all  the  time  spent  discovering  the 
school  and  its  people  is  that  we  do  not 
feel  like  newcomers  to  our  new  com- 
munity. We  are  very  much  looking  for- 
ward to  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year.

Joyous  Celebration  and 
Tearful  Goodbyes 

Commencement  is  a  time  of 
paradoxes.  Never  is  a  student's 
schedule  more  hectic,  yet  there  are  no 
more  finals.  It  is  the  end  of  a  student's 
GDA  career,  but  also  the  beginning  of 
the  rest  of  his  or  her  educational 
career.  There  is  happiness  at  suc- 
cessfully completing  a  four-year 
ordeal,  but  sorrow  at  leaving  one's 
second  home  and  special  friends. 

But  amongst  all  the  mixed  emotions, 
there  is  always  the  pageantry  of  a 
traditional  GDA  commencement:  from 
the  baccalaureate  service  to  the  hurd- 
ling of  the  old  stone  wall.  And 
then... a  plethora  of  handshaking, 
congratulating  and  picture  taking. 
Hugs  and  gifts.  And  the  inevitable 
goodbyes. 

In  addition  to  the  89  diplomas  con- 
ferred by  GDA  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  Carl  Pescosolido,  Head- 
master Jack  Ragle  also  departed  from 
the  school  with  an  honorary  diploma 
awarded  him  by  the  senior  class. 

Eleven  graduating  classes  have 
studied  under  the  headmastership  of 
Mr.  Ragle,  but  this  was  the  first  class  to 


hear  him  give  the  commencement  ad- 
dress. Mr.  Ragle  encouraged  the 
graduates  to  live  a  life  of  concern  and 
support  for  others.  He  said  the  basic 
foundation  of  world-wide  society  will 
be  preserved  only  with  caring  beyond 


one's  own  interests  and  concerns,  and 
that  the  world  society  is  "threatened  by 
self-serving  actions."  He  said,  "educa- 
tion in  the  best  sense  of  the  word  does 
not  exist  unless  generosity  of  the  mind 
and  action  lie  at  the  core  of  it."

Mr.  Ragle's  priority  as  headmaster 
was  to  make  sure  that  education  in  its 
best  sense  does  exist  at  GDA.  The 
graduates'  processional  onto  the  Man- 
sion House  lawn  led  by  the  two  top 
prize  winners,  Amy  Welch  and  Alex 
Cawley,  was  testimony  to  the 
outstanding  quality  of  the  Class  of  '83. 

Ms.  Welch  was  the  71st  recipient  of 
the  Morse  Flag  award  presented  "to  the 
senior  whose  record  in  all  respects 
meets  with  the  highest  approval  of  the 
faculty."  Mr.  Cawley,  53rd  winner  of 
the  Academy  Prize,  was  cited  as  "the 
senior  whose  unselfishness  and  sports- 
manship have  best  exemplified  the 
spirit  of  the  Academy." 

The  Thorndike  Hilton  Cup  awarded 
to  the  ranking  scholar  of  the  senior 
class  went  to  Aaron  Halpern.  It  came 
as  no  surprise  to  GDA  sports  fans  that 
the  Goodwin  Athletic  Prize  was 
awarded  to  standout  athlete  Andre 
LeFleur.

Reunion  1983 


Mother  Nature  did  her  best  to 
wash  away  Reunion  Day,  but 
even  the  downpour  failed  to  dampen 
the  wonderful  time  enjoyed  by  the 
largest  group  of  returning  alumni  in  the 
history  of  the  Academy. 

More  than  400  alumni,  friends  and 
family  turned  out  for  Jack  Ragle's  last 
Reunion  Day.  The  rain  was  almost  a 
welcome  event  as  it  permitted  alumni 
and  students  for  one  last  time  to 
witness  the  familiar  sight  of  Mr.  Ragle 
out  on  the  lacrosse  field  in  his  boots  or 
watching  a  race  with  an  umbrella. 

The  day's  events  began  with  the 
third  annual  Alumni  and  Student  Pie 
Race.  Senior  Gregory  Skaff  led  the 
pack  with  a  time  of  25  minutes  and  43 
seconds  over  the  4.75  mile  course.  All 
26  starters  finished  the  race,  which  in- 
cluded 13  alumni  (and  one  alumnus' 
son),  10  students  and  two  faculty 
members. 

The  skies  cleared  in  the  afternoon  so 
that  lacrosse  players  took  to  the  fields. 
Always  one  of  the  most  exciting  events 
of  the  day,  alumni  were  treated  to  par- 
ticularly spirited  play.  But  alas,  youth 
won  out  and  both  the  boys'  and  girls' 
varsity  teams  beat  the  alumni.

Yet  most  of  all,  this  was  a  special 
Reunion  Day  because  of  Jack  Ragle's 
departure  to  return  to  teaching.  Jack 
addressed  an  overflowing  crowd  of 
alumni  in  the  Cobb  Room  who  came  to 
hear  his  final  address  to  the  alumni. 
Jack  said  he  was  leaving  the  school  on 
"solid"  ground  and  wished  his  suc- 
cessor good  luck.  The  school's  new 
headmaster  Peter  Bragdon  and  his  wife 
Dorothy  were  introduced  to  the  alumni 
for  the  first  time.  Mr.  Bragdon  said  he 
was  looking  forward  to  becoming  the 
26th  headmaster  and  called  GDA  "a 
dynamic  school  with  a  limitless 
future." 

Alumni  Association  President  Sam 
Wakeman  '61  began  the  alumni 
meeting  singling  out  certain  alumni: 
Jim  Gardiner,  New  York  City,  of  the 
Class  of  '23  as  the  oldest  living  alum- 
nus   in    attendance    (who    was    later 


preempted  by  Dr.  Storer  Humphreys 
of  Newbury  from  the  Class  of  '22).  He 
also  paid  tribute  to  Edward  Hint,  of 
Claremont,  California,  Class  of  '33,  as 
the  alumnus  who  traveled  the  greatest 
distance.  Seven  alumni  from  the  Class 
of  '33  were  present. 

He  then  turned  over  the  reins  of  the 
active  group  to  Peter  Navins  '64. 
Peter's  first  act  as  the  new  president 
was  to  announce  the  winner  of  the 
Alumnus  of  the  Year  Award.  It  went 
—  and  "rightly  so"  said  Mr.  Navins  — 
to  Dave  Goodhart  '41.  Mr.  Goodhart 
was  a  member  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion Executive  Committee  for  many 
years,  he  is  the  class  agent  for  the  Class 
of  '41,  and  is  a  regular  and  active  par- 
ticipant in  all  alumni  functions  from 
reunions,  to  receptions,  to 
phonathons.

Ragle.  Jack  walked  into  a  dinner  in  his 
honor  to  be  surprised  by  hundreds  of 
brightly  colored  helium  balloons  tied 
to  the  chairs  all  adorned  with  the 
words,  "Congratulations  Jack."

With  such  an  outstanding  team,  it  was  difficult  for  the 
coaches  to  pick  the  MVP,  but  Kathie  Lambert  was  awarded 
the  honor  because  "she  demonstrates  all  the  qualities  that  you 
want  in  an  MVP.  She's  never  pleased  unless  she  has  done  her 
best." 

Kelly  Golden  was  presented  with  the  Gilbert  Distinctive 
Running  Award  for  women,  thus  ending  an  18-year  tradition. 
Golden  became  the  first  freshman  ever  to  qualify  for  the 
special  award.  Her  qualifications  were  impeccable  as  she  set  a 
meet  record  in  the  800  meter  run  and  compiled  personal  bests 
in  the  1500  and  3000  meter  runs. 

In  all,  the  GDA  women's  track  team  collected  27  personal 
bests  on  the  year.  What  is  even  more  encouraging  is  that  the 
team  is  young  and  could  be  even  stronger  next  year.

Senior  Steve  Nicholson,  undeniably 
a  team  player,  could  not  help  stealing 
the  show  throughout  the  men's  varsity 
tennis  team's  season.
